To add just a little touch of experimentation 
to Radio installation, | will tell you how | 
used some RG 6 Coax to make a good 
transmission line for an HF installation. 

In 1964 I had a Swan 240 that | wanted to 
run mobile in my 65 Chevy Malibu. Money 
was tight and | did not have access to any 
real good feed line. | did; however, have 
some RG-6 (72 Ohm coax). | had traded for 
some Hustler resonators and | had 20, 40 
and 80 meter covered, | was happy with that. 
| got a ball mount for some old tubes | had 
traded for at Whidbey Is. The stage was now 
set, | installed the power supply and the 240 
was up and looking like | was well on my 
way to having HF mobile. The feed line was 
a problem and | tried the 72 ohm direct and 
nearly blew the 240 up in the process. Boy! 
That was a quick lesson in mismatching 
impedance. | went back to the hand book 
and thought about the possibility of making 
a parallel feed line with the RG- 6. 

My thinking was this that if the parallel feed 
line of RG-6 could be fitted into a PL259 it 
just might work , so | spent the best part of 
the next weekend trying to fit two fat coax 
lines into the same PL259 , after | had burned 
all but two fingers with the solder gun | had 
fitted two lines into one PL259 , | had two 
lengths of RG-6 about 18 feet long and 
joined into the PL259 | screwed the fitting 
on the back of the 249 , hooked them up to 
the ball fitting under side and turned on the 
240. Much to my amazement | heard many 
signals on 20 meters. | took a deep breath 
and loaded the transmitter and it took power 
without complaining, WOW! This just might 
work. | waited for a break and gave a call 
and the station came back to me with a 5/ 5. 
| was beside myself, | had made some junk 
cable work for me and | was on the air. 

I spent the next 5 hours routing the feed 
line under the seat and the trip to the frame 
and the trunk took some doing but | got it 


done with no broken bones or shorted lines. 
| changed to the 40 meter coil and gave that 
a second try with everything closed up and 
the engine running. There was some hash in 
the Rx but not bad and | found a clear spot 
and gave a call. | was in Memphis Tennessee 
and a station in New York answered me with 
a 5/5, | was happy as a clam at high tide. 
Now all | had to do was rid myself of the 
hash and | would have a real live HF mobile 
station. 


I ran that 240 rigged with the paralleled feed 
line for three years and no problems. | finally 
figured out the Z match. Sense the impedance 
of a %4 wave shorted stub is 36 Ohms | had 
inadvertently made a 36 Ohm feed line. | 
guess that even a blind squirrel will find an 
acorn once in a while. More than once | was 
accused of having a linear in the mobile. 
Many times | have repeated that installation 
with the same results.

February 2011. 1 believe the incoming elected 
officers and Board need to re-evaluate the club 
climate at that time in conjunction with a 
review of the By Laws and make a 
determination and/or any By Law changes 
concerning member privacy issues. At this 
time, the By Laws are silent on the issue of 
publishing a Roster. Traditionally, Rosters 
have been published and privacy issues have 
never been an issue, but the current club 
climate has changed. 

5. In a 20 page letter to me and the Board 
from an officer dated J uly 28, 2010, page 11 
of 20 states “Any discussion beyond this will 
have to involve someone with legal expertise.” 
On page 13 of 20 of this same letter it states 
“1 f by now you do not understand the depth of 
difficulty that you and the EC are in, | suggest 
you obtain expert legal guidance on this 
subject.” A question was raised asking if the 
President and/or Secretary had threatened 
the Board with legal action. The answer is “no”. 
The foregoing comments were made and sent 
to the President, Secretary and in fact the 
entire Board by another individual. 

6. While | do not know the intent of this 
individual to pursue a lawsuit, | believe you 
should be informed that | received this letter 
containing these specific comments so that 
you can make an informed decision regarding 
the release of your personal information on 
the October Roster; 

Ts The tabled motion made by a visiting out 
of state club member at the August 12, 2010 
General Membership Meeting, which motion 
did not follow and comply with the procedures 
outlined in our By Laws, is scheduled to come 
off the table at the October 14, 2010 meeting 
for discussion and a vote regarding the 
removal of the President. | would ask all 
members to attend this meeting to vote on this 
very important issue, and specifically as this 
motion is a reflection of the current club 
climate of incivility and lack of adherence to 
our basic club procedures and By Laws, which 
have served our club well for the past 50 
years. 


8. Please review the September 2010 
Counterpoise for the issues at hand. 
9. The entire Board has now resigned as a result 
of the incivility in the club and the fact that the 
club does not have D & O Insurance. 
10. As a result, the club will need to purchase 
D & O Insurance in the future. 
11. The purchase of D & O insurance, never an 
issue in the past, raises the question of a probable 
club dues increase. 
12. The change of By Laws indicated on page 18 
of this Newsletter raises the question of a 
probable club dues increase. This amendment 
would change our club’s voting structure which 
could significantly impact our club’s ability to 
function in the future. 
13. As Membership Chair, | keep statistics and 
the 2004 to 2010 statistics were in the 
September 2010 Counterpoise and are posted 
on the website for your review. 
14. These are tough economic times. Membership 
is declining in clubs and organizations across 
the nation. While it is difficult for some members 
to attend meetings and vote, our present By Laws 
only require 10% of the membership to be 
present to vote and thus our club has survived 
for 50 years! I ncreasing the number of members 
that need to be present to vote and/ or requiring 
absentee ballot voting, and the costs associated 
with it, could be the financial demise of our club. 
Certainly, at a minimum, the cost of absentee 
ballot and voting raises the question of a 
probable club dues increase. 
15. At the April 6, 2010 Board Meeting, Steve 
Weed, KO4QT submitted a “absentee ballot 
discussion for tonights board meeting”, and a 
copy is included in the Secretary’s file of the 
Meeting Minutes, because he could not attend the 
meeting. Steve’s info was reviewed and there 
was a discussion on this topic. There was a 
motion by Larry, AE6AV to vote on if the Board 
wants to pursue absentee ballot voting; seconded 
by Rich, N6NKJ and the vote by show of hands 
was: to Pursue: 2 / to Not Pursue: 6 / Abstain: 
1 = 9 total voting. Therefore, the motion did not 
pass and the Board will not pursue absentee 
voting. Thereafter, the motion was brought as a 
new matter to the club when in fact it was not a 
new matter and when in fact as a prior VP the 
individual who authored the motion was and is

familiar with how the ARCEC runs. Following our 
club By Laws, the proper process regarding this 
topic was in fact already followed, i.e., a member 
brought the topic to the Board. The Board having 
considered the topic and the time and costs 
involved voted to not pursue the issue. Our By 
Laws set the basis for how our club works. 
Following and respecting our By Laws and our 
club procedures has served us well for 50 years. 
All of the incivility and arguing are 
unnecessary. The Board is suppose to run the 
club, make club decisions and do what is in the 
best interest of the club and in this instance the 
Board did exactly what they were suppose to 
do according to our By Laws. 

16. So, the October 14, 2010 meeting will be very 
important to our club’ s future. | believe you, 
the membership, need to be informed and be 
present at the October meeting. Please attend 
this very important meeting to learn more and 
vote on these issues that will impact our club 
and each and every one of us.

Third Dimension QSO 


It was a full moon, a cold and windy night, as | 
headed out to the radio shack. | sat down at my 
station and turned on the heater to warm up the 
air a little. As | turned on the radio, | thought | 
saw a dark figure out of the corner of my eye; | 
looked in that direction and saw nothing. The 
radio came alive, and | set the radio up on 40 
meters, tuned the antenna, and started to call 
CQ. The AM broadcasters started coming in with 
a vengeance, so! dialed down to the Extra Class, 
it was real quiet. | started to call CQ again, and 
| looked over at the clock. It was only 2200 
hours. Someone should be on, after all it was a 
contest weekend. 


After checking the antennas and a pot of coffee 
later, | determined that no one was on the air, 
even the AM broadcasters were gone. | got up 
out of the chair to recheck the antennas. As | 
came back into the shack, I saw the same dark 
figure standing over by the radios. | moved to 
the right and it was gone; it must be a shadow 
from the light outside the shack. | sat down and 
the chair felt really low. After readjusting the 
chair, | checked the radios. | left iton 40 meters 
but it was now set on 20 meters and the amplifier 
setting was also on 20 meters. | put all the gear 
back on 40 meters and started to call CQ again. 
Again, | heard no one on the air, must not be the 
night for Amateur Radio. | thought | would see 
if the band would open and check back later. | 
went back into the house and made a fresh pot 
of coffee and headed back to the shack. | sat 
down and the chair was lowered again. | am a 
tall person and know that | did not set the chair 
that way. The radio and amplifier were set on 
20 meters and on the same frequency as before 
14.266 Mhz. Ok, | maybe I am to call CQ on 20 
meters, so | did. Right before | keyed down | 
heard a flutter with a small winey sound. As soon 
as I finished calling CQ and without any 
hesitation a person answer me back. We started 
to chat. 


As we talked about what rigs we were using, we 
were using the same rig. | told him that the lower 
right “RIT” knob had a small chip out of it but 
besides that the rig was in great shape for a used 
rig. He told me that he bought the same radio 
new about eight years back and the same knob 
had a chip in it too. | asked him if his radio ever 
had changed bands on him. “Nope” he replied 
back. He asked me, “How long ago did you pick 
up the radio’? | only had it a few years. | bought 
it from a guy, who told me his Dad was a Ham 
and he was interested in Amateur Radio. | told 
him that his dad’s call was still on the side of the 
radio. | gave him the call and asked him if he 
knew the guy. The radio got real quiet. 


After some time, he called me back and asked 
me if | saw sitting down. He told me that was his 
old Extra Call before he got his Vanity Call. Now 
the QSO was getting weird. The gentleman was 
a SK. How was | talking to him? He told me he 
did not know, but he was adamant that the radio 
| was using was his radio. He told me the Serial 
Number of the rig and it checked out that it was 
the same. The numbers matched! | asked him if 
he was a Short guy. He replied that he was, and 
he only worked the radio after 2200 hours on 
20 meters. | got a cold chill running down my 
back and felt like someone was in the radio room 
with me. 


The flutter with a small winey sound came back 
and the guy was gone. From time to time the radio 
still resets to 20 meters and the chair is lower 
than I normally have it when sit down to work 
some HF, but I have never heard that flutter with 
a small winey sound again. | did some research 
on the SK, and he passed way on the same date 
of the QSO form the Third Dimension.
